London, Feb. 28. 

The delay in the proceedings of the Near East Conference 
yesterday was due not only to the illness of the Turkish Grand Vizier,

sentative of the Turkish people. Bekirsami Bey, head of the 
Matlonalist delegation, declares that he is determined not to give way 
to the Constantinople Government or the Greeks. He says the 
Nationalists desire.a free and independent Turkish Turkey.

@iile the Greek delegation is equally uncompromising. “It is stated 
that it has been gingered up by a telegram from Athens, sent on 
oehalf of King Constantine.

Angora would be madness. The Italians urge an agreement with the 
Kemalists and say otherwise that, failing a gigantic Inter-Allied 
expedition, there would be a hopeless deadlock.

THE OPTOPHONE. 


New Method of Reading for 
the Blind. : 


In @ lecturo hall at the Im- 
perial College of Science and 
Technology at South Kensington 
recently a blind girl might have 
been seen reading from an 
ordinary printed book at the rate 
of 20 words a minute, , 

It was (writes a Scotsman 
correspondent) a somewhat un- 
canny experiencd for the specta- 
tors. The girl was seated at a 
table with two telephone receivers 
clasped to her eare, the book she 
was reading was turned face 
downwards on a little instrument 
in.front of her, and the only 
sounds -heard were: her slow 
pronunciation of the words of the 
story she was reading and the 
regular noise of the machine as 
the operator switched it from one 
line to the other, while a member 
of the ‘audience sat in front 
checking the passage from. the 
story which hé had selected at 
random. x 

The impression made. on.the 
audience, anddn the blind. mem- 

bers of it in -particular, was 
obvious. The occasion was a 
demonstration of . the prac- 
ticability of the instrument known 
as the optophone, which is the 
jovention of Dr. E.E,.

SAILING SHIP DAYS. 


Old Times Recalled. 


In view of our recent comments {8 
on the subject of tea clippers and 
sailing-ship days, the following 
extracta from ap article which 
we take from” the Naufrcal 
Magazine of March, 1917, writton 
by one of the oldest and best- 
known skippers on the China 
Coast, will no doubt be read with 
interest : 


I think I can claim the dia- 
tinction of boing the last of a long 
line .of descendants connected 
with the famous Aberdeen Clip- 
per’ Line, I can carry it back 
much further than those who 
have recently corresponded with 
you on that subject (not from my 
own knowledge, you will note) 
for my great-grandfather was 
one of the (first captains George 
Thompson and Co. had, and 
he finished long. before, the 
days of the “Thermopylae” 
and “Patriarch;" the period your 
carrespondents usually start. I 
vefer to the days of the “ Scottish 
Maid" and “Prince of Wales,” 
both of which my great-grand- 
father commanded, and “Oliver 
Cromwell" and “Ohmar Pasha,” 
both commanded by my grand- 
uncle. That was in the very 
young days of the famous line. 
Then came the “Transatlantic,”’ 
“Queon of Nations,” commanded 
by my father, “ Maid of Judah,” 
“Damascus,” "Nineveh" an 
“Ascalon,” and thon the 
“Thermopylae” and immediately 
after her, the “Conturion,” which 
I myself was connected with 
during her 24 years of existence, 
I stood in the building yard of 
Walter Hood & Co., . Aberdeen 
(whore mostly all of the famous 
clippers were built) a little boy 
of six years od, and saw her 
launched in the spring of 1869, and 
this is as clearly impressed 
on my mind as if it had 


_{happéned yesterday. My father 


stood.on tho fo’e’sle head as she 
left the ways. He had been 
looking after the building of her 
and took command, but only lived 
to make one eomplote voyage to 
Australia and back. He died on 
the second voyago’ just before 
reaching the English Channel. 
It was his ambition to beat the 
record of the “ Thermopylae,” but 
he never achieved this, although 
I have records still, where 
she made 360, 348, and 356 knots: 
over the ground (three days in 
succession) running the easting 
down to Australia. The second 
mate who was over meas an 
apprentice in the same ship was 
bo’s'n of her then, and he told me 
they set the main to'gallant sail 
leaving the Downs on the first 
voyage and never once started 
eeceeecooooeree | he sheets till they were sailing 
into Neutral » Bay, Sydney 
Harbour, after a 69 days’ passage 
from London. 


As my time came round, I 
joined the old ship as an ap- 
prentice, and went through four 
of the hardest, (looking back on 
them) happiest year of my life, on 
the Australian and China trade, 
one voyage to Australia and 
home with wool, and the next to 
Sydney, thence to Ching for tea 
and home. Those were indeed 
the days -when a_ sailor's life 
was-well, not what it is to- 
day. Your correspondent, Curtis 
Brown, depicts it so faithfully in 
last year's January numbrr, that 
it would be useless for mo to try 
and better it; but one little item, 
re the shanties he quotes, as 
having the power to brigg a catch 
at the heart of any old sailor, who 
might hear them now, brings back 
an incident which happened on 
my first voyage, which uot only 
brought a catch at my youthtul 
heart, but stamped. itself so 
indelibly on my mind that I'l! 
remember it if I live to be 150. 
We were just about to cast 
the tow boat off in the Downe, 
and all hands and the cook were 
hoisting the topsails. The main- 
tosai! balliards—at which I tailed 
on—were, of, conse, stretched 
along forward on the starboard 
side, and the foretopsail halliards 
aftontheport side. Both topsails 
were going up together, and the 
shanty joined in by both sides 
was the well-known one, “Whisky 
for my Johnnie "— 


Whisky is the life of man, 
-Whisky for my Johnnie, 


Immediately in front of me was 
a great pdnderous Swedo named 
Swenson ; he was got up in a pair 
of canvas pants with large square 
patches of the same material, 
which. were evidently used as 
chafing patches for the portion 
of the garment he used when 
sitting down, and no doubt had 
seen many 4 hard gale off. the 
Horn. In the course of this little 
concert, I noticed my friend in 
front, when joining fm the chorus, 
continually sang “Whisky for my 
Anntlo"—so I thought, and paving 


eniled with. my parents chi 


d| afternoon. 


and knowing’ al! these shanties 
quito well, I undertook tp correct|' 
my neizhbour, so tapping him on 
the patches (the only part I could 
reach when he bent for » pull) J 
said :—‘‘ Tho chorus of this song 
is‘ Whisky Johnnie’, not ‘Whisky 
Andie. At this he turned round 
and said with a snap. “ Vat 
ye say?" Needless to say, I 
didn’t repeat. the correction, but 
came to tho conclusion that the 
old gentleman hadn't a proper 
Bee of the English language, if 
had of -the maintopsail 
tettiarde, especially when I was 
told by more experionced 
apprentice that ho was singing 
“Whisky Yonnie”. and not 
“Whisky Annie.’ This was my 
introduction to the alien seaman 
on British ships. 


Our crew on this 
was composed entirely of 
Soandinviang, West Indian 
and American nogroes. Tho 
West ~— Indian portion, of 
course, considered themselves 
British and so would the latter if 
they. could have got away with it. 
They wore all rightin their way 
as long as the weather was warm 
and they could stamp away with 
the end of a jib or to'gallant 
halliard, and yip, yipped as they 
stamped, or give lip to the “Rio 
Grande” or “Goodbye Fare-yo- 
well”. whan heaving up the 
anchor, with the old gin-jig wind- 
lass Sydnoy Harbour, or giving 
the pumps a shake up after 
washing decks on’ a Saturday 
But—Oh my! when it 
came to all hands muzzling the 
foresail or the upper maintopsail 
in a.gale of wind off the Horn, 
or Cape of Good Hope in the 
winter, the “cullud pusson,” as 
he styled himself, was one of the 
most holpless creatures one could 
imagine, There you would find 
him, muffled up in all he pos- 
sessed, tho whole covered over 
by his oilskins and large leather 
seaboots, dodging around trying 
his hardest to be the last on the 
yard, so that he would not have 
to move out from the slings. Of 
course if two or three succeeded 
in this they were generally 
shifted by some big Dane or 
Norwegian. 


Ah.yes, “ Mr. Johnson” or 
“Mr. Clayton" was a very 
different proposition at those 
times than he was when tho 
topmast, to'gallant, and royal 
stunsails were set. 


Ishali not at present go into 
particulars of the many neck-to- 
neck races I have witnessed 
between some of the finest ships 
of their day from the smart little 
tea clipper to the- heavy wood 
drogher; of how I have seen 18 
ships homeward bound from all 
parts of the world. becalmed for a 
week close to each other 
in the Doldrums, and the 
old ship “St.  Lawrence,’’ 
a vessel. of tke old frigate 
type with painted ports and a 
large netting under her jibboom, 


occasion 


creep quietly along round all the: 


fleet, simply by the flap of her 
sails, while all the others were 
turning ‘round and round in the 
same spot, and invite the captains 
of the various ships to dinner 
later on;-of how 10 to 15 of us 
have again met in the English 
Channel, and thrashed up against 
an easterly wind with the 
famous “Star of Greece" in the 
running. Of how on one oc- 
casion, drifting up the English 
Channel in a dense fog for a 
week, the fog suddenly cleared 
one morning, and revealed 79 
square-rigged ships all in sight 
of each other, a picture that will 
never be seenagain. Of how the 
good ship “Centurion,” while I 
was chief mate of her, on the 
17th January, 1887, at 1.30 a.m. 
went on the North Head at 
Sydney, and sank, in fifteen 
minutes in 18 fathoms. With 
the loss of the smart little ship 
my 24 years’ connection with her 
ceased; indeed, 1 may say my 
connection with the old life, 


But a word before closing on 
the different concitions of living 
the apprentice of the present day 
—cadet as he is called-—has to 
face, in comparison with his|’ 
less fortunate brother of 
forty years azo will no doubt 
interest any of the old hands 
who may now be lying back 
on their oars, and will satisfy 
tho parents of the said cadet that, 
as far as food is concerned, they 
have nothing to worry about, and

EX-GERMAN SHIPS. 


Bought by Indo-China 
S. N. Co. 


Two recent additions to the 
Indo-China Steam Navigation 
Company's fleet are now in 
Hongkong. They are the 
a.s. Teo Pao and the 8.8. Kwong 
Eng, two ox-German vessels, 
formerly owned by the 
Norddeutscher Lloyd. They 
wero siezed at - Singapore 
when the War broke 
out, and were recently offered for 
sale by the Ministry of Shipping 
in Calcutta by private tender 
and purchased there by Messrs. 
Jardine, Skinner and Co., agents 
of the Indo-China Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, Ltd. The purchase 
price of the vessels is not known. 

“The s.s.Teo Pao is 1,655 tons 
gross and 972 tons, net, her 
dimensions being 37.8 feet in 
breadth, 265.7 feot in length and 
18.4 feet in depth. Before the 
War, she was put by the Nord- 
deutscher Lloyd on the Bang- 
kok-Hongkong run. | 

Tho s.s. Kwong Eng is a rather 
smaller boat than the Teo Pao, 
being 1,650 tone grosa and 969 
net. Her dimensions are aa 
followa:—Length' 265.7 feet; 
37.8 breadth, feet; and depth, 18.4 
feet. : : 

Both the Kwong Eng and the 
Teo Pao were built-in 1907 at 
Lubeck. As for as is known, 
these are’the, only boats so far 
purchased by the Indo-China 
8team Navigation Company fro3 
tho Ministry of Shipping. 

Both -vessels came here from 
Saigon with rice. The Teo Pao 
leaves to-morrow. for. Haiphong 
and the Kwong Eng for. Swatow.

Wonderful men, these Jows, when 
ye come to think of it. 

I've ayo maintained that there's 
more connection between our 
stomachs and our brains than very 
often appears at firstsight. May- 
bs after this winter's over we'll be 
duo to get our first instalment 
of national commonsense and the 
wherewithal to’ exercise it 
automatically for the rest of our 
generation.

One 
of the blessings of the prophetic 
business is the fact that hearers 
and readers have short momories, 
That’s how Old Moore has been 
in business so long. 

_ Lloyd George says the world 
is quietoning down... He ought 
to consult a Harley Street man 
and have his ears examined. In 
his case the wish is probably 
father to the . thought, for 
there’s no doubt if we are 
to get through the storm 
there must be quictness, steadi- 
ness and industrial peace, 
Violence will not help onyone. 
I’m no’ so sure that in the circum- 
stances a Dictator might be tried, 
provided he wag honest, a patriot 
and no’ afraid of losing his job. 
One set of brains, like a committee 
of one, often gets things done 
in the time a bunch of reformers 
aro quarrelling as to whom has the 
right to speak first.

When ye think of it; isn’t it the 
purest of irony that we should 
have passed through the most 
sorrowful war in history only to 
be plunged into on ocean of 
levity?-No one can acquit the 
Gevernment of their shara of the 
blame. Money cannot be poured 
in’ great streams from the 
Treasury without causing the 
circulation of lax ideas. Losing 
the true standard of money and 
spending the national currency 
freely, the effect on many minds 
was exceedingly doubtful. Those 
folks believed that the artificial 
prospority would never come to 
an ond or adopted o standard of 
life which cannot bo maintained 
in the days to come. In-this 
respect the spending departments 
of the Government have shown a 
rotten example. It's ‘bad enough 
when a man spends his income in 
an extravagant manner, but whon 
his Government tries to beat him 
at his own game, the country 
then. turns round the village 
bend and heads down tho straigh 
towards bankruptcy. : 

First. of. all the Government 
must prove to the people that they 
are gotting value for money wrung 
out in'taxation or raised by ex- 
pensive loans wi’ their phenom- 
onally high rato of interest. 

Pronto the Government must 
jettison the policy of “ doles”. 
Millions of money have been 
paid over to men for going. to 
sign their names thrice a week 
at Employment Exchanges. How 
the public monoy can be wasted 
on unemployment benefit was 
shown by the evidence given by 
one of the murderers in the 
Eastbourne trial. On the day of 
the crime he had just drawn 293. 
at the Labour Bureau and he 
blew it in in a few hours. 
On Government pay days 
he fancied Abdullah cigarettes 
which few: working men can 
afford; ho had several drinks 
|which several barmaids helped 
him to put away; he paid 6s. for 
two seats at the Hippodrome and 
with several visits to his. favour- 
ite howf, the end. of a. perfect 
day saw him cleaned out. 

After the Armistice, a whole 
raft of magnificent Reconstruc- 
tion schemes were let loose 
by grandiose departments of 
a super-grandiose Government, 
Unfortunately you cannot re- 
construct something . out of 
nothing. ' If the “doles”. money 
had heen invested in somo of 
these plans we might have had 
something for our money to-day. 

It is poszible to make scores of 
suggestions how to employ the 


workless, but there is no better} 


or more profitable expedient 
than to bring back workers, at 
the earliest possible moment, to 
the tasks to which they were 
accustomed. Men and women 
who gradually loso their trade 
skill must be a declining asset to 
the community. A cabinet-maker 
who, through the ‘lure of big 
money, turns docker may for a 
spell do himself proud, but furni- 
ture isn't going to be cheaper 
because a lot of ex-soldiers have 
been grafted on to the trade. It 
might be patriotic, but it isn’t 
business. And as dockers as a 
class depend on the movement of 
goods—but why labour the point? 
The best intentions in the world 
cannot make the square peg fit 
the round hole ony easier, 

Even wi’ the blackest lookout, 
though, there’s always something 
to be thankful for. The bank- 
rupt’s only consolation ia thet 
he’s no’ one of the creditors. 
Unfortunately the Britisher to- 
day hasna’ even that con- 
solation, But wi’ it all 
we'll pull through, There is a 
great deal of stability about the 
temperament of Rrge riumbers of 
the British people even yet. We 
shal! require the good influence 
of that quality in full measure in 
the days before us. As you and 
I know, the quiet folks are usually 
in’ the background until the 
sharpest moment of crisis. In 
normal times they never set the 
pace, but when it comes to hand- 
ing our Mad Mollahs a useful 
punch on the ear they're generally 
there or thereabouts.

CHINESE SHOT. 


Sequel to Gambling. Raid. . 


In an affray in Yaumati yester- 
day, believed to be the outcome ‘ 
of a gambling quarrel, a Chinese 
was assaulted with a knife and 
eventually shot and killed by one 
of his assailants.

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WIRELESS 
TELEGRAPHY. 


An Interesting Lecture. 

An interesting lecture was 
given yesterday afternoon at tho 
Ghinese Y.M.C.A, by Professor 
CG. H. Robertson (head of the 
Lecture Department of. tho. 
Y.M.C.A. in China) on Wireless 
Telegraphy. ‘The lecture was 
elucidated by means ofan appar- 
atuson the stage. In an adjoining 


room there was a very beautiful, 


demonstrating modeLof the 'Fele- 
funken system which was used 
for sending: signals through the 
wall into.the room, 

The lecturer explained that 
250 feet of wires’ can ond or 
receive messages over vory-con- 
siderablo distances. The general 
process of sending-and receiving 
a message was explained. Tho 
demonstration was made with an 
apparatus that was constructed 
in the laboratory of the National 
Y.M.C. A. Lecture Department 
in ordor to bring before popular 

-audiences the principles of 
electricity and magnetism thataro 
useful in understanding wireless 
telegraphy. A-simple wirelyss 
station was set up on the table 
"for sonding wireless’ telegraphy 
ond the same apparatus was uscd 
for ‘receiving messages. Tho 
clectro-magnet was made to 
demonstrato.an important aspect 
of the question, the formation of 
magnetic lines in space. The 
lecturer set up on the table a 
simple sending station for wireless 
telegraphy. A key was pressed, 
the battery pressure was multipli- 
ed by some thousands hy -the 
secondary of the induction coil 
and thore resulted a spark. Hach 
time o spark appeared at the 
gap there was set up an oscillating 
alectric current in the wire, and 
a second result was that there 
were set off radiating in tour 
directions vibrations in tho ether 
which are known as electro- 
“magnetic waves, 

The lecuturer explained some 
interesting and important details 
about the action of the sending 
station. A rope running from the 
lecturer's. hand to the end of 
the room where it whs held 
by a’ member of the 
audience was shown, As the 
rope was plucked aside and let 
loose suddenly , tho wave ran 
quickly to the other ond, then 

. returned and so back and forth 
several times. This was explain- 
ed by the fact that when the rope 
was displaced just before it 
reached the other end and the 
tension on the rope tended to pull 
it back to a straight line, but by 
tho time it had got back into a 
straight line it had considerable 
sidewiso momentum, which would 
Carry it nearly. as far to the other.

First 
the dynamo delivered current to 
the transformer and the trans- 
former to the condenser, while 
the combined action of: the con- 
denser, induction and spark gap 
caused one spark and it set-up 
oscillations and gave off a train 
of waves. When the oscillations 
Jrom that spark were passed, 
another spark delivered.a second 
series, So much for the sending 
station, forthe receiving: station 
there was received at the detector 
for each- spark a train of waves. 
Many interesting and important 
aspects of the question. were ex- 
plained, and in conclusion the 
leclurer made one other simple 
experiment which proved most 
interesting to the audience. This 
was ‘td%connect a cannon with 
thie receiving station,, using the 
coheter system, 80. that electro- 
magnelic waves -sent through the 
walt from the apparatus in the 
adjoining room tired the can- 
non. The lecturer asked: How 
does it happen that such lectures 
as this are being given in the 
different cities of China?

BENNETT STORIES. 


One atill thinks of Mr. “Arnold 
Bennett as of the younger schoo] 
of writers, and so he is, despite 
the facta that ho was born in 
1867, and that twenty years have 
passed since he gained public 
favour with “Anna of the Five 
Towns.” During that period he 
has given abundant evidence of 
versatility, turning out a goodly 
stream of capital novels, whether 
of the Five Towns or elsewhere, 
alternated .with -notable plays 
like the collaborative “ Mile- 
stones” or instructive treatises 
in miniature such as “ How to 
Live on Twenty-four Hours a 
Then ho gives us a 
volume on tho- ways of authors 
and publishers, and, still again, 
a travel book, “Those United 
Statos.” 3 


Mr. Bonnett has now sot a new 
fashion, or revived an old one, in 
the form of a Commonplace 
Book. He has embodied in o 
volumo a sheaf of pages from his 
notehooks and-given it the title of 
“Things. That Have Interested 
Me.” (Chatto and Windus, 9s. net.) 


Mr. Bennett's interests, as has 
been seen, are wido and Varied, 
and the things he has noted range 
from heroines in opera to barbers 
and railway accidents; from style 
to stunts; fram hotel servants to 
wino vintages; from watching a 
football match to going down.a 
mine, 


Episodes, comments, opinions, 
reflections and storios are jotted 
down just as they occurred to the 
novelist face to face with the 
interesting thing. And the storios 
aro excellent, pick where one will.
